_ A gorrespondent writes:—The history of 
Papal tiaras within the prosont century bas 
not been uneventiul.: In 1805 Nopoledn 
- presented ‘Pope Pius VIL, with the earliest 
that io‘ now supposed t exist. It. was of 
pearl-coloured velvet,. with three costly gold 
rings, which wore each sot with precious stones 
of various colours. ‘The stones: were cach 
surrounded with brilliants, and the three rings 
‘were ench bordered by’ single row of pearls 
matching one andther..with extraordinary 
exactnoss, The apex of the tiata was of pure 


old studded with pearls : 
Gregory XVI. caused it, with several, other 
valunble possessiona of the. Vatican, to be 
hidden for fear of plunder by the mob, apd 
when, a few months: afterwards, order was 
« xestored and the hidden articles were dug up, 
it was found thatthe velvet ofthe tiara was 
(nite spoiled: and ‘thatia grent many. of the 
goms were altogether lost. " Gregory XVI. is 
saidto have been extremely vexed at this, 
--andhe ordored the jeweller Hannibal Rolta

Gregory, was, however, never satisticld 
with the necessity of wearing this sham. orna- 
, nent, and towards the end of his,Pontificate

gold, but much thinner and lighter: | Ita cost

£300, The Torth tiara, made in the.prescnt,
